of Confidence' in the Government, which 
would have compelled them to resign; but 
as the Hope correspondent must be aware 
euoh a business-like transaction was for- 
eign to their views, so it ajjpears that our 
omy panacea is to quietly waituatil their 
term of office expires by limitation. In 
regard to the Westminster petition, it 
would appear that 'Coquehalla'evon finds 
fault with it. It is hard to fathom a per- 
Tarse disposition, and it would appear 
that the Hope oorrojpondent has made 
np his mind to oppose everything having 
a tendency to advance the welfare of tho 
Mainland. He saya,'that he feels sure that 
if Victoria advocates our interest in re- 
gard to route that wo will quietly submit 
tafuiything they may advance.' Now, 
'Oo^neballa' mast know that Yiotorians 
■re advooaticg their own claims, and no 
one in the Valley of the Eraser now ex- 
pect any favors at their hands. May I ask 
the question. What can we expect from 
those who are ropresonted by n gentleman 
who had the audacity to declare in tho 
Hooaa of Parliament in Ottawa that it 
Wi^d^be a'waBta of public money to snr- 
▼•y tKa'^Valley of the Fraser, and that the 
GoTornment might as well throw the mo- 
sey into the river? If the Hope oorres- 
poadant haa any doubt thatBuoh language 
waa uad Victoria M. P., I beg to re- 
tehim tauik records of Parliament."

A London correspondont waitea : — 

There are few things more oxhiliara- 
ting to a jaded Londoner than to rido 
by an express train, on a bright moru- 
iug in early summer, from'Paddington 
Htation to Oxford. The distance is 
sixty-four miles, and you do the jour- 
ney in oighty-fivG niinutos. Your 
train glides and flies rather thau runs; 
the road is faultlessly smooth; you see 
unrolled before you a constantly ohang 
ing panorama of most beautiful 
scenery; the fresh, pure air invigor- 
ates you; and you arrive in this ancient 
city, seat of learning and storehouse 
of wisdom, in tho best of humour with 
yourself and with your neighbors. It 
was in this fashion that I came down 
to attend the annual 'commemoration,' 
and now, seated in a quiet room in an 
old and quaiiit hotel, I try to describe 
tho scene for you. 

For some perfectly unknown rea- 
son, tho cominemoratioa is called the 
Encarnia, and the hour fixed for the 
commeucoment of the Encomia was 
eleven o'clock. But as ono of the 
things to bo done was to confer upon 
Sir Gurnet Wolaeley the degree of 
Doctor of Laws, and aa that groat war- 
rior waa entertained at dinner at the 
sister university of Oambridge the 
night before, it was found necessary 
to postpone the opening ceremonies 
until twelve o'clock in order to give 
him time to arrive. Tho commemora- 
tion was held in the Sheldonian Thea- 
tre, a large apartment of an amphi- 
theatre shape. The boxes were re- 
served for ladies, tho pit was filled 
with graduates and visitors of the male 
sex, while the galleries wero devoted 
to the undergraduates, who asaembled 
to the number of GOO. Now a custom 
has long prevailed among these young 
gentlemen of making themselves as 
intensely disagreeable as possible on 
commemoration day and of proving 
that, if|they aro not ruffians, they 
know how to play the part of "roughs." 
Yoar after year commemoration has 
been made the occasion of a riot un- 
equalled in any other university under 
heaven. The undergraduates of Ed- 
in burgh aro pretty good at this sort of 
thing, but they can't hold a candle to 
young "Oxford." To-day those young 
gentlemen, who are tho croain of tho 
rising generation of England's aristo- 
cracy, outdid themselves in showing 
how exactly like ruffians gentlemen can 
behave. I don't deny that there was 
some fun in their rudeness, but they 
spoilt all tho fun by their excessive 
rowdyi.sm, and during the hour which 
passed between the opening of the 
doors and the beginning of the pro- 
ceedings on the stage they amused 
themselves by pelting the people in 
the pit with pellets of paper, peas shot 
from pop-guns, and pennier, Now an 
English penny weigns a third of an 
ounce and when hurdled from an ele- 
vation with all the force of a strong 
arm it may inflict an ugly wound. The 
young gentleman seemed to entertain 
a violent dislike to bald heads, and 
when they spied one in the pit be- 
neath them thoy bombarded it with 
showers of pennies. I saw more thau 
one gentleman bleeding Irom the 
wounds thus given and compelled to 
rotr>3at. The undergraduates had also 
come armed with bags full of oranges, 
and these thoy threw at every unhappy 
individual wiio lia<l the tjuiority to ap- 
pear with a blue or red necktie. Eye- 
glasses were an uborainatiou unto them, 
and a gentleman who appeared witli 
one over his oyo was poroniptorily or- 
dered to roniovo it; bein;,j ^iln\v in oom- 
l)liance, ho wan ^^'reototl with a Kliowor 
of peas and poniiies, which rattled over 
his head and struck him in tho face. 
There was some fun iu the adjurations 
addressed to the Dons whose duty it 
WHS to escort tin; ladies to tlioir seats. 
.\b thoy perfoniied tliiH duty thoy wero 
grootod witli hIiouI.s, 'Don't yon squcozo 
her hand:' 'Your wife liaH got lier eyes 
upon you!' 'Iseeyou!' 'I'll tell Betsy 
Jane, and then won't there be a row!' 
The ladies themselves were not pelted, 
hilt they did not cKcapo comment. 
I'lficli of tiieiii whoso povHonal cliarniH 
or whoso attire pleased tho gods iu the 
galleries i. wel :uiued with cheors. 
"The lady in red," "the sweet crea- 
ture with "tlio white bonnet," "mam- 
hiu'h pot in pink," all reoeivtfd their 
iiu'od of HiipluuHO, and did not seem 
to bo discoiieortod by it. All this M'as 
I'arriod ou uinid lui indescribable noise 
of hooting, shouting, gruaniiig, stamp- 
iiig, bingiiig luid clieerilig. There 
wore groans for Gladstone, cheers for 
Disraeli, fearful groans for the Lord 
Mayor of London, and a round of 
clioors for King Coffee, whoso um- 
broUa, gorgeously arrayed, was lot 
down by a string from tho gallery and 
dangled over tho heads of tho people 
ill the pit. Mr. Bright's name was 
often heard and as often grootod with 
toninosts of groans. 

'rliiH soeiio wont on with inoreasing 
violout'o until at tw()lvo o'clock tho 
great doors were tlirowii opon, tlio or- 
gan began to play "God Save tho 
Queen," in which the students joined, 
and Dr. Liddell (Master' of Christ 
Church and Vice-ClinncoUor), preced- 
ed b}' tlio piootois and tho iieads of 
houses, oiitorod tlio tlieatro and took 
IiIh place upon the platform. No hoou- 
or had ho done this > than the storm 
from the galleries broke out afresh and 
wilh niore vigfbi'than evfii"; " 'The'Vice- 
^O.hanoelloraros'e'ihd.'^ tried ' td 'Apeak, 
■but iiift voiois \riw aro^/Se^.'lu ' tMOj .hi- 



fornal uproar. He turnod very pale, 
and at once lost his temper, which his 
tormentors were not sloW||in perceiv- 
ing. A conflict between him and them 
ensued, and the greater part of the re- 
maining proceedings was conducted 
amid an uproar that would liavo dis- 
graced a prize fight, Tho Vico-Chnn- 
cellor would speak a word or two — 
then his voico would be drowned in 
shouts of "Cut it sliorfcl" 'i'Speak up!" 
and so on. However, we managed " to 
make out that this convocation had 
been called for the i)urpo.se of ad- 
mitting to tho degree of Doctor 
of Laws, "honoris causa," Mr. 
Justice Mellish, Sir Garnet Wol- 
sely. Sir l^rakiuc Jlay, and .Professor 
Carus. Tho Vice-Cliancellor spoke in 
Latin, and this was tho language used 
throughout tho whole of tlie proceed- 
ings. I am accustomed to the Conti- 
nental pronunciation of that tonguQ, 
and I must say that the Vice-Chancel- 
lor's enunciation was almost unintelli- 
gible to me. Tho four candidates now 
appeared, and each wa=j introduced by 
the orator, Professor Bryce, in a com- 
plimentary speech. He speaks Latin 
iu the Continental fashion— and very 
good Latin it was — but the undergrad- 
uates grew wild at it, and hurled at 
him a shower of reproaches for his false 
quantities. As each candidate was 
presented, tho VicG-Chaucellor ad- 
dressed him: "Auctoritate mea et to- 
tius Universitatisadmitto te adgradum 
Doctoris honoris causa;" and the new 
Doctor then took his scat by the Vice- 
Ghancellor. The prize orations wero 
then pro.aounced, but amid a hubbub 
whicli made it almost impossible to hear 
them. 



A Wonderful Steaxnsliip- 

It is not generally known that the 
British Admirality have had under 
consideration for some time past the 
scheme of a gentleman who believes 
that we may, before long, be able to 
cross the English Channel in twenty 
minutes, and the Atlantic in two days. 
The inventor is Mr. C. M. Eainus, M. 
A., of Trinity College, Cambridge. In 
a pamphlet which he has just publish, 
od, this gentleman proj^ouuds this 
idea, which is indeed, a very simple 
one, being convoyed in the title which 
he has adopted for the shape of his 
proposed steamship, "polysphenic" — 
many-wedged. It is a practical ap- 
plication of the inclined plane princi- 
ples to steam navigation. The ship is 
to have a bottom composed of two or 
more parallel consecutive inclines— 
the slopes being from 1 in 17 to 1 in 
25. Such a form of ship, the author 
avers, had never been subjected to 
in athematicalinTestigation before 1872, 
when he submitted his plans to the 
Admiralty, and he added that "the 
lift of a vessel on water depended up- 
on the well-known mechanical advan- 
tage belonging to the inclined plane 
in all mechanioal arrangements." This 
new form Mr. Kamus alleges to be the 
only one yet discovered that can ren- 
der a vessel capable, under an un- 
usual amount of propelling power, of 
steadily traversing the water with 
great velocity. He calculates that 
steam Vessels constructed on this prin- 
ciple will not require more than three 
times the amount of power now used 
to be propelled and maintained at a 
speed of sixty miles an hour. Acting 
under the instructions of the Admira- 
lty, Mr. W. Froudo made some experi- 
ments un this new form of steamship 
at Torquay in the summer of 1872, and 
his report was laid on the table of the 
House of Coniraons at the end of last 
session, though it has not been printed. 
The report would sooni to have been 
iiiifavoi'iible; but iu his puniplilct Mr 
Ramus contests the decision, and es- 
.peoially Mr. Fronde's allegation that 
iin exorbitant amount of power would 
bo required for the i)roposed now foiiii 
of coiiHtructiou. If we might trust Mr. 
llainus, this allegation \vas not war- 
ranted by tiif ifisultof til.,' t'\[jei-iments. 
;\Ir. llamus with his model actually ob- 
tained a speed at the ra^o of 63 knots 
l)er hour; and he points out that, the 
downward prossnro of any vessel is al- 
waysa force liinitcdto its actual weight, 
whereas tlie contrary force acting up- 
wards inoreasea witligi'oat rapidity, in 
fact, as thooubo of tho vessel's velocity, 
;ind is therefore practically unlimited. 
Tlie world would gladly welcome a 
Rtoanisliip ca}iablo of performing tho 
wonders sketched by Mr. Ramus, or 
even half of tliein, and when lie pro- 
duces tho article ho may dopond upon 
receiving a reward commousurate in 
some degree with the greatness of the 
benefit which ho will have conferred 
upon his fellow men. But he may 
perhaps find, that theory and practice 
aro not always in accord. — Glasgow 
"Mail.r ..
